Police are sharpening their 
approach on dealing with 
edged weapons in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“1 can assure you people 
who decide to cany knives 
in the public can be 
charged,” Insp. Greg Pre¬ 
ston said Thursday, one day 
after police Chief Rod 
Knecht and Mayor Stephen 
Mandel unveiled a vio¬ 
lence-reduction strategy. 

The zero-tolerance ap¬ 


proach means anyone car¬ 
rying a knife without a le¬ 
gitimate purpose can be 
searched and charged, and 
EPS officers are going to be 
reminded of their authori¬ 
ty to do so.

Drivers who think they’ve 
slept off too many drinks af¬ 
ter a night out likely have 
more than a hangover to 
wony about if they drive 
the next morning. 

Last year, Edmonton po¬ 
lice laid charges against or 
suspended licences for 24 
hours of 232 drivers for im¬ 
pairment — all between 6 
a.m. and noon on week¬ 
days. 

“It’s one of those things 
if you develop a tolerance 
... you can bring yourself to 


a high enough blood-alco¬ 
hol level, when you elimi¬ 
nate that alcohol, you can 
still blow over 80 in the 
morning,” said Const Ian 
Brooks of EPS’ impaired 
driving countermeasures 
unit. 

Morning charges ac¬ 
count for five per cent of 
the city’s impaired of¬ 
fences, he estimates. 

“When you say five per 
cent, that’s still a fair num¬ 
ber of people to contend 
with when you are just try¬ 
ing to drive to work,” said 
Brooks. 

Metro decided to test al¬ 
cohol’s day-after effects. 


with four staffers imbibing 
seven to nine beers, sleep¬ 
ing briefly, then taking a 
cab to the police station for 
a breathalyzer test. 

Two participants’ blood- 
alcohol levels would war¬ 
ranted 24-hour 

suspensions, and two 
would have faced criminal 
charges — and possibly a 
new job that doesn’t re¬ 
quire a licence — had it 
been a police traffic stop. 

But the situation actually 
happens too often and is 
avoidable, say police. 

“1 think if people are be¬ 
ing honest they would say 
‘Yeah, 1 shouldn’t be driv¬ 


ing, but 1 feel so much bet¬ 
ter than 1 did,”’ said Brooks. 
“Don’t fool yourself into 
thinking because you slept 
a few hours you’re OK to 
drive, when you’re actually 
still quite impaired.”

Night clinics can reduce

After-hours medical clinics 
can reduce demands on 
stressed hospital emer¬ 
gency wards — if the clin¬ 
ics have enough room, a 
study by the University of 
Alberta suggests.

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Famine forces 
tortured choice 

O Somali parents fleeing drought must choose which 
child lives O More than 12 million people in need of food 


Wardo Mohamud Yusuf 
walked for two weeks with 
her one-year-old daughter 
on her back and her 
four-year-old son at her side 
to flee Somalia’s drought 
and famine. When the boy 
collapsed near the end of 
the journey, she poured 
some of the little water she 
had on his head to cool 
him, but he was uncon¬ 
scious and could not drink. 

She asked other families 
travelling with them for 
help, but none stopped, 
fearful for their own sur¬ 
vival. 

Then the 29-year-old 
mother had to make a 
choice that no parent 
should have to make. 


“Now I'm reliving 
the pain of 
abandoning my 
child. I wake up at 
night to think about 
him. I feel terrified 
whenever I see a 
son of his age.”

“Finally, I decided to 
leave him behind to his 
God on the road,” Yusuf 
said days later in an inter¬ 
view at a teeming refugee 
camp in Dadaab, Kenya. “I 
am sure that he was alive, 
and that is my heartbreak.” 

Parents fleeing the dev¬ 


astating famine on foot — 
sometimes with as many 
as seven children in tow — 
are having to make 
unimaginably cruel choic¬ 
es: Which children have 
the best chance to survive 
when food and water run 
low? Who should be left 
behind? 

The United States esti¬ 
mates that more than 
29,000 Somali children un¬ 
der age flve have died in 
the famine in the last 
three months. An un¬ 
known number too weak 
to walk farther have been 
abandoned on the sandy 
trek to help after food and 
water supplies ran out.

A UN envoy is expressing 
concern about reports of 
sexual attacks against So¬ 
mali women fleeing 
famine. 

Margot Wallstrom, the 
secretary-general’s special 
representative on sexual 
violence in conflict, said 
in a statement Thursday 
that women and girls “are 
subjected to attacks, in¬ 
cluding rape, by armed 
militants and bandits” on 
the journey to the Kenya 
border. 

Once in Kenya or at the 


Dadaab refugee camp, she 
said, “their hopes of find¬ 
ing a safe haven are often 
overshadowed by new 
dangers and hardships, in¬ 
cluding the risk of rape.” 

Wallstrom said her of¬ 
fice also has received 
“alarming information 
about alleged rapes” by 
government-allied militias 
in south-central Somalia 
and of al-Shabab Islamist 
militants abducting girls 
for forced marriage to 
fighters.

Harper’s route 


$1.6B trade

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper continued his 
swing through Latin 
America Thursday, mak¬ 
ing trade- and security-re¬ 
lated announcements in 
Costa Rica. 

Harper announced new 
agreements on air trans¬ 
portation and the ex¬ 
change of tax information 
between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

He also says Canada 
will open a new visa-appli¬ 
cation centre in the coun¬ 
try in September. 


And he announced 
measures to bolster Costa 
Rica’s police force. 

The Canadian and Cos¬ 
ta Rican governments are 
also going back to the ne¬ 
gotiating table over their 
nine-year-old deal on free 
trade. 

The talks are aimed at 
getting rid of tariffs for 
agricultural and industri¬ 
al goods, and broadening 
the agreement to cover 
areas such as trade in fi¬ 
nancial services.

France acts to save credit rating 


France banned short-selling 
on leading bank and insur¬ 
ance stocks Thursday, amid 
efforts to cahn market jit¬ 
ters about the health of 
French banks and the heav¬ 
ily indebted U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean economies. 

The move by France’s 
market regulator, the AMF, 
capped two days of whip¬ 


saw trading that saw 
French banks’ market value 
fall and rise by billions of 
euros and threatened the 
nation’s coveted triple-A 
credit rating. The ban ap¬ 
pear to have had an effect, 
but economists said the re¬ 
bound was shaky. 

In a short sale, a trader 
hopes to profit by betting 


on the decline in the price 
of a share. The practice has 
been blamed for adding to 
market volatility. 

Greece banned it Mon¬ 
day and Italy’s market regu¬ 
lator said it will decide 
Friday whether to take sim¬ 
ilar measures. Belgium and

Richard: There’s nothing 
genteel about 30 Minutes 
or Less. The presence of 
Danny McBride assures 
that. 

If you don’t like his 
brand of foulmouthed, 
an 3 ^hing-goes humour, 
then you’ll find very little 
to like here.

I’m 
like, my brain — which I 
think is why I’m always so 
injured — is not in line 
with what my body is like. 
So I’m like Scrappy Doo 
out there, fighting the big 
guys, which is why I al¬ 
ways wind up getting hurt, 
because I have this unfor¬ 
tunately delicate frame. 

With you being in Conan, 
does this mean you can’t be 
Red Sonja? 


I can’t do that based on my 
injuiy. It’s not worth it. It’s 
not worth paralysis — be¬ 
ing that I was paralyzed in 
my right arm from a stunt 
gone wrong. 

I had three surgeries in 
my wrist, three in my el¬ 
bow, part of the elbow 
bone out. There’s points 
where you’re like, ‘OK, 


there are real-life situa¬ 
tions and there are movie 
situations.’ 

And I’ve done things on 
film to save a shot. There 
was a huge camera up on a 
crane — this was on Death 
Proof — and it was sup¬ 
posed to swing its arm, 
and out of the comer of 
my eye I saw it just falling. 


I 
should’ve just ducked out 
of the way, but I didn’t 
want to min the shot, so I 
just turned my head to 
side and just laughed. And 
it literally just whipped 
through my hair.

It’s hard to get any¬ 
one really excited about, 
say, a deluxe edition re-re- 
lease of Arcade Fire’s The 
Suburbs. Instead, stores 
are left pushing Adele’s 
21, which helps explain 
why it’s spent most of the 
year at number one on 
both sides of the border. 
Other stores are stocking 
up on Amy Winehouse 
CDs. In past decades, sales 
of disposable summeiy 
Top 40 hits would have 
picked up the slack, but a 
quick glance at the radio 
airplay and physical 
singles sales charts reveals 
little correlation. Instead, 
LMEAO and Pitbull are sell¬ 
ing lots of low-margin dig¬ 
ital copies. In other words, 
this summer has been to 
music what January and 
Februaiy are to the movie 
studios: big pushes on old 
releases while simultane¬ 
ously releasing whatever 
non-superstar material 
that’s in the warehouse. 

What to do? If you have 
the time/cash, you can 
take some chances. The 
Horrors Sl<ying Out (which 
came out this week) is 
very good. I’m very much 
into the Washed Out 
album With and Without. 
And if you’ve yet to buy 
the new Death Cab for 
Cutie, think about it. 

If you’d rather wait, the 
Christmas shopping 
season starts on the 30th 
with releases from the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers and 
Lenny Kravitz. And 
September — with new 
CDs from Mary J. Blige, La¬ 
dy Antebellum and Jane’s 
Addiction — looks promis¬ 
ing.

Eskimos no match for Als 


O Calvillo is 4th quarterback 
to reach 400 touchdown passes 
O Second loss in a row for Esks 


Anthony Calvillo became 
the fourth professional 
quarterback to reach 400 
touchdown passes with a 
pair of first-half strikes to 
Jamal Richardson, sending 
the Montreal Alouettes on 
to a 27-4 win over the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos on Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Calvillo joined Warren 
Moon, Brett Favre and Dan 
Marino as the only pro 
quarterbacks to reach the 
milestone with his second 
touchdown strike to 
Richardson 12:24 into the 
second quarter, sending 
Montreal into the half with 
a 20-3 lead. 

He also surpassed the 
70,000-yard milestone at 
the outset of the game 
when he completed a nine- 
yard pass to ^chardson on 
the game’s first play firom 
scrimmage. 

The Alouettes won their 
second in a row, improving 
to 5-2. Edmonton dropped 
its second straight game af¬ 
ter getting to a 5-0 start to 
the season. The Eskimos 
were held to just 85 yards of 
total offence in the first 
half, including a loss of six 
yards rushing overall. 

Calvillo, who turns 39 on 
August 23, opened the scor¬ 
ing 7:06 in. Richardson 
caught a 14-yard pass im¬ 
mediately after Keriy 
Watkins dropped CaMUo’s 
previous attempt when he 
was wide open in the end 
zone. 

CaMllo’s 399th career 



touchdown pass briefly 
moved him even with the 
National Football League’s 
Pe34on Manning. 

Sean Wh34e kicked the 
first of his four field goals in 
the game to make it 10-0 at 
11:42. His 12-yard kick 
came in the wake of Shea 
Emiy’s fumble recovery af¬ 
ter Chip Cox stripped the 
ball from Edmonton run¬ 
ning back Jerome Messam. 

He increased the lead to 
13-0 with a 25-yard field 
goal 2:37 into the second 
quarter. 

Former Alouettes kicker 
Damon Duval finally got 
the Eskimos on the board at 
9:29 with a 39-yard field 
goal. Edmonton made it 20- 
4 on Duval’s single early in 
the third, but Wh34e an¬ 
swered with a 30-yard field 
goal at 10:14. 

Don Matthews, who 
coached Montreal to a Grey 
Cup win in 2002, was intro¬ 
duced to the crowd of 
24,448 in a pre-game cere¬ 
mony. Matthews will be in¬
